The arrests followed an investigation made 
by Attorney Dudiey Taylor of the Chicago 
Employers’ association at the request of 
Shilvock, whose place of business is at Forty- 
fourth and Armitage avenues. Each of the 
prisoners was released on $2,000 bonds by 
Judge Gemmill and at the request of their 
attorney, Patrick H. O'Donnel, a continu- 
ance until Oct. 17 was granted. 

The warrante for the men were takeh out on 
Tuesday by W. H. Shilvock, who alleges that 
QO Donnell, Gunther, and Gavin, ordered con- 
tracting plumbers rot to buy his goods and 
ordered members of the Journeyman Plumb- 
ers’ union to quit work fn buildings where 
Shilvock’s goods were being put in, so that 
they could assist Kelly ip forcing Shilvock 
out of business. 


What Roe ine to Prove. 


“ hope to prove from the evidence whieh

conspired with Kelly aot Shilvock out of 


business,” sald Assistam State's Attorney

Four drinking fountains of concrete and | 
bronze, a gift of Tums Trisune to Chicago on 
the anniversary of “ Chicago day,” ‘were set 
up last evening and dedicated to the use of 
the public. 

The lack of ready atcess to érinking water 
not only for people on the streets but espe- 
cially for tired and thirsty horses, has been 
one of the admitted minor defects of the city. 
In so far as it is possible for these four 
fountains to afford relief, the need will be 
met. — ; 

The fountains are located as follows: 

The northeast mane of Scuth Water and 


River streets. : 
The northeast corner of Randolph and Market 


streets. 
The northeast corner of Lake 


streets. : 
The west side of State street, sixty feet north 


of. Van Buren strect. 


Artistic as Well as Useful. 
Holabird & Roche, the architects who de- 
signed the fountains, have taken care thet 
they should be artistically pleasing as well 
as essentially useful.| They are of concrete, 
with bronze tablets) and ornaments, each 


standing six and a half feet high. 
They are four feet long and eighteen Inches 
wide, set at the curb so as to be easily ac- 
cessible to pedestrians and to teams. On the 
street side on each fountain fs a trough for 
horses and beneath {t a small one for dogs, 
the needs of the small four footed wayfarers 
in the streets Being considered. 
On the sidewalk side of each fountatmare 
projecting bowls for the thirsty , human. 
The fountains are capped by oxphaisees tht 
bronze electric lamps, On both sized of each 
fountain are tablets on which are inecribed 
the dedicatory legend as follows: ;

And probably Frank Chance 
himself, captain and manager of the victo- 
rious Cubs, would himself admit that it is 
tough, and, perhaps, with the big victory in 
his pocket, he doesn’t feel so bitter agaitist 
that frantic and misguided “ fan’’ who hit 
him a wallopin the neck as he was on his way 
to the clubhouse after the battle was over, 
How’d it happen? Well, for particulars 
take a peek at the technical story of the game 
in another column. That will tell you that it 
happened because in one fatal iInning—the 
third—the Cubs fell upon blonde Christy 
Mathewson for a triple, two doubles, and a 
single, and while the Giants» chased the left 
harided Pflester out of the box before he bad 
finished his first inning they didn’t know how 
to argue with “ Three Fingered "’ Brown, who 
succeeded the left hander. And that’s How 


the penhant wasn’t won. 


It’s half past 2 o’clock and 30,000 wildly 
excited. human beings are waifing for the 
game to begin. There would be twice that 
nutriber if the Polo grounds were twice as 
large. There would even be 40,000 people in- 
side the grounds as it is if the management 
had not shut the gates against the throng at 
half past 1a full hour and a hai¢t before; ithe 
game begins, 
Even Hang by Their Eyelids. 

But all the folke that see the game aren't 
inside the gates. By no means. ' Take a look 
around and see where they are climbing, 
perching, scrambling, balancing, hanging on 
with their toes and their eyelids. Thereiare 
thousands of them on Coogan’s Bluff. The 
viaduct is black: with them. They are ropst- 
ing on the grand ‘stand roof. The third rail 
cannot keep them off the elevated railroad 
structure. One. man has climbed to the'top 
of a huge derrick that overlooks the left field 
fence, They swarm around the edges of |the 
field anywhere from three totendeep. There 
are 10,000 present three hours before the hour 
set for the game and for at least an hour and 
a half fully 30,000 sit in their seats waiting 
with what patience they can summon. 

It’s ah uproarious crowd, but not disorder- 
ly—no, not even when Louis Mann makes 
his appearance in the grand stand. Lewis 
wears @ green King Eddie hat, and if you're 
can 
hear him telling another man that he owes 
Jimmy Sheckard $50 and that he has told 
the Chicago left fielder that if he wing the 
game he'll get the fifty. Still there's no ais- 
order. 

Irvin Cobb, the near dramatist and human 
double portion, alsd has observed the Louis 
Mann incident. “ The throng deserves much 
credit for its self-restraint,”’ he says. 

As the time passes some of the boxes still 
remain vaoanht. This is because the ticket 
holders aré out in the street trying vainly to 
get to the gates. But little Tim Sullivan is 
in his box and so also is Commissioner John 


T O'Brien, and when Billy Fleischmann man- 


ages to’ get in late and walks in front of| the 


grandstand with a “suttenparty ” well, 
may be the cheers don’t ring out. fhe 
“suttenpafty " wears a hat asisahat.

Mob Outside as Well as In. 

Outside the gates things are in a mess. 
There's a mob of somewhere near 15.000 per- 
sons hammering at the gates and they won't 
be let in. They know that, too, but that 
doesn’t stop them from hammering. A good 
many of them have tickets. but that makes 
no difference. Nice time to show up-—hal? 
past 2 o'clock on such a day, when the game 
begins at 8! Ought to have come at noon 
like the rest of us. So the mob that is shut 
out’ filters. gradually around the enclosure 
until the Polo grounds are fringed about with 
the disappointed. Somebody finds a lpose 
board on the fence that divides the Polo 
grounds from Manhattan field. Inaninstant 
fifty hands are tearing at it. In another 
moment six boards are wrenched off. | 

The rush that follows ts almost a stampede. 

Squads of cops rush up, but before they] can 
stop the breach several hundred have sdam- 
pered through it and are in the promised ipnd, 
leaping through the barbed wire with a fub- 
lime disregard for the consequences to qheir 
clothes. Lots of folks have frience on the 
outside trying to get in, but you can't gd out 
to help them.

‘Still everybody is happy and hopeful for 
the game hasn't begun Yet and it is frequently 
stated and never disputed that this ig the 
limit for baseball enthysiasm. It’s also the 
‘outer sight,’ or big casino, 
according to who is telling you. And if you 
listen to Clayton Hamiiton, who writes books 
to which Brander Matthews, the greatest 
simple speller in captivity, writes introcuc- 
tions, you learn that the Polo grounds are 
‘really the thematic center of the cosmic 
scheme,” whatever that may be. Al) this 
time everybody and everything is getting 
cheered and pelted with wads of newspaper. 

A fat man comes Into’ the righttfald bleach- 
ers carrying a baby who may yet grow up to 
be a great pitcher like “ Matty.”’ He is 
cheered frantically as he ‘grabs the kid with 
one hand and waves at the crowd with the

their prosperity from the various Interests 
connected with the Doncaster racecourse 
they have not in any way taken exception to 
the attitude of theinchief magistrate in the 
affair, but, on the contrary, seem to be grati- 
fied| with the attention of a pleasant, kind 
which he has brought upon their town by a 
manifestation of principle and independence 
tare in these times of snobbery. 

The episode serves to recall the acménities 
raised by John Bright when he first became 
a cabinet minister and privy councilor, and 
as such was, called upon to don the uniform 
of his rank. He tried hard to be relieved of 
the obligation cf wearing the gold embroid- 
ered uniform, declaring it to be absolutely 
contrary to the ideas of the religious denoml- 
nation to which he belonged and to Quaker 
ethics.

The crown princess, who, owing to the 
grave illness of her husband’s uncle, King 
Charles, may have become queen of Rou- 
mania ere this letter appears in print, is a 
granddaughter of Queen Victoria and a 
daughter of King .Edward’s sailor brother 
Alfred, duke of Edinburgh, who died as sov- 
ereign duke of Coburg. 

Her mother is the only sister of the late 
Emperor Alexander lil. of Russia, and she 
herself is far and away the most popular 
member of the reigning house In the land of 
her jadoption, having contributed more than 
any, one else to establish its hold upon the 
loyalty and affection of the Roumanian 
nation. 


Like her first cousin, Queen Ena of Spain, 


she |has forfeited her place in the line af 
succession to the throne of Great Britain 
by marrying a Roman Catholic, in defiance 
of the requirements of the English consti- 
tution, and the forfeiture extends likewise 
to her children. 

She is gifted, quite as usefully so as Queen 
Elizabeth, although she does not bore people 
to such an extent with her poetry and prose 

as the excellent, kind hedrted, but tirésome 
‘Carmen Sylva.” 

The crown princess’ intimate friendship 
with William Waldorf Astors daughter, 
Pauline, now Mrs, Spender-Clay, hag fur- 
nished inspiration for several American nov- 
ele in recent years.

Few people are aware that Prince Bilow, 
the chancellor of the German empire, had at 
one |moment thoughts of relinquishing the 
service of the government for journalism. 

While stationed at Paris as second and aft- 
erwards as first secretary of the German em- 
bassy there, he became so much discour- 
aged by his prospects of promotion, ani espe- 
cially by the awkwardness of his position 
in endeayoring to reconcile obedience to the 
private instructions of Prince Bismarck with 
loyalty to his chief, the ambassador, Prince 
Clovis Hohenlohe, that one day he made up 
his ‘mind to resign, and drove off to De 
Blowitz to ask him whether he could offer 
him!any career in journalism, and at what 
remuneration. 

Blowitz, a couple of days later, after hav- 
ing eOmmunicated with Times headquarters 
in London, told him that he could guarantee 
himemployment at a satary of $6,000 a year, 
presumably as correspofident of the Times, 
either at Berlin or in one of the great con- 
tinental capitals. 

In| those days the Times was represented 
in many of the .oreign capitals by non-Brit- 
ons,| Thus, besides De Blowitz in Paris, there 
was) the Hungarian Gen. Eber at Vienna; 
Joel||Cook, an American citizen, was its cor- 
respondent in the United States; it had an 
American, too, unless I am much mistaken, 
at Rome; while one of its most trusted con- 
itinental correspondents was the former Ital- 
jan revolutionist, Gallenga. 

So that there would have been nothing 
strange in the Times employing Bernhard 
von; Bilow, who was in those days not even 

a baron, and whose father was under sec- 
raads of state for foreign affaire at Berlin. 

Moreover, Von Btilow was then, as he is 
today, a perfect «znglish scholar, talking the 
language without any trace of accent, where- 
as De Biowitz, even to his dying day, epoke 
the most appalling English.

AGAINST WIDENING RIVER. 

Chicago, Oct. 6.—{Editor of The Tribune.]— 
The Illinois Manufacturers’ association sends 
us a letter in which it urges the widening of 
the Chicago river and the deepening of the 
same, making all new bridges which may 
cross the stream hereafter 200 feet span, and 
‘as fast as practicable to remove all present 
bridges and replace them with those of a 
like span of 200 feet. 

We are opposed to this plan. 

In the first place, there is probably not one 
arrival of yessels now where there were three 
or five forty years ago. 

Second, The vessels have not been so great- 
ly increased in size as to prevent any two 
of our lake carriers passing through an open- 
ing of 140 feet. 

Therefore, as there is a much lesser num- 
ber of lake craft and a deeper river, we be- 
heve the needs of commerce do not exceed 
the capacity of the river when it has a full 
140 feet passageway at all bridges. The cost 
of an enterprise of the kind suggested would 
involve the destruction of many warehouses 
and places of business and reqtire a tre- 
mendous amount of money which) the cit¥-is 
not at present able to furnish 

The claim that a wider and deeper river 
would add to the health of this city, unless a 
greater flow of water is permitted, we do not 
think has good foundation in fact,

“I was in favor of supplying these teach- 
ers,” said President Schneider, “ and I urged 
it before the school management committee.

“ What Chicago nesits is an 1 institution for 
girls such as is the John Worthy ¢chool for 
boys, and I am going to advocate this when 
the plans for the new Worthy school come 
up for consideration.

The 
school board has the necessary land.” 

The new Worthy school is to be built, prob- 
ably in 1911, on a tract bounded by Fullerton, 
Grand, Fifty-fourth, and cay ig ee ave- 
nues.
